This can best be accomplished 
by raising the seed in boxes or cold 
frames and then by transplanting later 
to a highly enriched open garden. In 
the fall, of cour&e, it must be raised 
almost entirely under glass frames, but 
as the crop is a quick grower this can 
be done, until very late in the season. 
It is even possible to raise lettuce in 
winter under glass where sheltering 
buildings keep out the extreme cold. 
Seeds of new lettuce can be started in 
boxes as early as February, and with 
a little care the crop can be transplant- 
ed to frames as early as March. A 
crop raised at that time and shipped 
early brings in a large price. Tbe soil 
in the frames should be made of a 
compost prepared the summer before 
of rotted sods, sand and manure. This 
should be turned over many times dur- 
ing tbe summer, and then. wh-->n per- 
fectly fine, it is ready for the beds. 


To Forestall Drought. 


In fortifying the field against drought 


many farmers neglect the soil condition 
necessary for getting as much rain 
water as possible into the soil. They 
understand how to treat the soil to pre- 
vent evaporation and have soil water 
to consume. The water runs away 
from n compact surface, hunting some 
place where it can get into the ground 
easily, and usually finding it among the 
grass and weeds outside of the field. 
The surface soil, when rain is needed, 
should be torn up, and a disk harrow is 
the best implement for the purpose.

ALL ITS ENGINES TO USE OIL 


Southern Pacific Rail-way Harriet 


Chnnfjc la Equipment. 


Oil as a fuel has proved such a sue- 


cess on all the lines of the Southern Pa- 
cific railway that general orders have 
been issued for the conversion of all 
the engines into oil burners as soon as 
possible, according to the Los Angeles 
Express. Coal will be abandoned abso- 
lutely. Within a year the Southern Pa- 
cific will be on an oil basis solely. Six- 
ty-three oil burning engines now are 
In use in the Los Angeles division. 
There remain eighty-three yet to be 
converted. It Is estimated that within 
eight months all of the engines will 
have been converted. 


It requires on an average 1,000 gal- 


Ions or about twenty-four barrels of oil 
for every 100 miles as compared to 
five toes of coal. The saving on every 
100 miles by using oil ranges from $16 
to §20. The total saving for the 200,000 
miles traveled by oil burning engines 
represents from $30,000 to $-10,000 a 
month. 


Upward of SO.000,000 has been ex- 


pended by the company for oil. The in- 
vestment is a good one. however, as 
the saving effected will have paid for 
the enormous expenditure long before 
all the engines have been converted 
into oil burners. On the western divi- 
sion alone the saving per month, when 
all the engines have been converted, 
will approximate S75.000. When the 
other coast divisions use oil exclusive- 
ly, the total sum saved will be upward 
of ?100.000 a mouth.

ELECTRICITY TO DO 'ALL. 


A Texas County to Be 3Iaile a Marvel 


Tlirousli !*s Influence. 


Fuel oil is destined to accomplish 


many wonderful changes, the latest 
and'most striking of which has just 
been announced, says a special dis- 
patch froto New Orleans to the Chica- 
go Inter Ocean. It sounds like a fairy 
tale, but §250,000 in cash is to be in- 
vested in carrying out the plan, and 
the Southern Pacific railroad is sup- 
porting it The plan has as its objeT^ 
the turning of an unimportant Texas 
county into a" thriving center of life 
and activity through the agency of 
electricity. 


Harris county is the place-selected, 


and the inaustEJg|o be developed is the 
raising of xice' on an immense scale, 
all the power to be supplied by elec- 
tricity, even to the flooding of the- 
fields, harvesting the crop, milling the 
rough rice, lighting and heating the 
homes of farmers and citizens of near- 
by towns, supplying heat for tlie^r 
cooking stoves and 
supporting 
the 


power for transporting the product 
over a network of trolley lines. Every 
necessity and comfort of the people 
will come through the agency of elec- 
tricity. 


Fuel oil will produce the 
steam 


which -will operate the big central 
power plant, and through its use the 
cost of operation will be just about 
half what it would be were coal or 
other fuel used, the oilfields being only 
a short distance away and also located 
on the main line of the Southern Pa- 
cific.

SURE DEATH TO GHOULS. 


A tmvyer's Startling Device to Foil 


Gcave Sobfeeri. 


The details of the device of Jesse 


Hodgin,-tbe well known AVcstfield at- 
torney, to protect the grave of his wife 
ware made public the other day, say« 
a' Noblesville (Ind.) dispateh to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The plan liiiJ 


been examined by experts, who unhesi- 
tatingly say that it will.put a stop to 
body snatching by ghouls. They not 
only say the device will be effectrre, 
but they also indorse it because it is 
inexpensive. 


A few inches above the rough box in 


the grave is an ordinary gas pipe three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter filled 
with nitroglycerin. The pipe occupies 
a position lengthwise of the coffin and 
extends from six to twelVe inches over 
each end. There is a cap fastened 
tightly on each end of the pipe to pre- 
vent the deadly explosive from leak- 
ing. Scattered promiscuously through 
the soil about a foot or eighteen inches 
aboce the pipe are several dozen con- 
cussion caps. A spade or any hard sub- 
stance that comes in contact with these 
caps will explode them. The jar will 
in turn explode the 
nitroglycerin, 


which would mean death ..to any one 
within twenty-five cr fifty feet of the 
grave. It is intimated tBat there is suf- 
ficient nitroglycerin in the pipe to 
make an excavation in the earth fifty 
feet squnre and from ten to fifteen feet 
deep.
